With Mrs. R. E. Blake of Web- 
ster Groves, wife of President 
Blake of the convention, at the 
piano the delegates sang “Ameri- 
ca” when the time came for the 
motion for final adjournment. 

A colorful scene in the conven- 
tion was the ceremony of the 
signing of the consttiution by the 
officers of the convention and 
delegates late yesterday. 

The first to affix his signature 
to the document, which contetm- 
plates major improvements in the 
state government, was Blake, who 
left the rostrum for a table on the 
floor of the House of Representa- 
tives, where the convention ses- 
sions have been held. 

The new Constitution was 
spread on the table, and Blake, 
seated between flags of the Unit- 
ed States and of the state, signed. 
He was followed by the conven- 


tion secretary, R. E. L. Marrs of| 


Carthage, and by Don C. McVay 
of Trenton, a vice president. 

In groups of 12, the delegates 
were then called in alphabetical 
order, each group standing about 
the table as each of its members 
signed. Delegates who were ab- 
sent yesterday may sign iater. 
Several, probably not more than 
five or six, will refuse to give the 
document their approval.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt's Labor Ad- 
visory Committee, composed of 
AFL and CIO leaders, recommend- 
ed to him today that the Little 
Steel wage formula be scrapped 
but got no impression from him, 
members said, how he feels about 
the proposal. 

The Labor Advisory Committee 
is headed by William Green of the 
AFL and Philip Murray of the 
CIO, 

Both men said after the meet- 
ing that they told Roosevelt the 
Little Steel formula is outmoded 
and should be revised upward. 
The formula limits wartime wage 
increases to 15 per cent above Jan- 
uary, 1941, levels. 

It is under attack now in sev- 
eral cases pending before the War 
Labor Board, 

Green said the President asked 
many questions during the discus- 
sion on relaxing wage policies, but 
“made no comments whatsoever.” 

“I,” added Murray, “got no indi- 
cation how he (the President) 
feels about it.” 

Roosevelt earlier told his press 
conference he doubted the confer- 
ence today would discuss the Lit- 
tle Steel matter. 

Little Steel Cases a Detail. 

Roosevelt said the pending Lit- 
tle Steel cases were a detail and 
that his talk with the committee 
probably would deal with larger 
policies of labor. The meeting was 
called, he said, because he hasn’t 
met with the group for a long 
time.

“We cannot take these risks 
again. We have information that 
the German general staff, recog- 
nizing the inevitability of defeat, 
are already thinking in terms of 
the next war.”

Back From Europe, ‘ 
Say Full Co-operation | 
Does Not Yet Exist. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP). 
~Back at their desks after a five- 
week visit to Europe, Representa- 
tives Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, 
and Richards (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, started work today on a re- 
port which they said would urge 
greater frankness in dealing with 
Allies.

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NAZIS CLING TO VANITY 
EVEN IN SURRENDER 


Yanks at Brest Deny Offi- 
cers’ Request That Captors 
Be of Own Rank. 


By FRANKLIN F. BANKER 

BREST, Sept. 25 (Delayed) 
(AP).—American infantrymen get 
a laugh out of the vanity of Ger- 
man commanders who insist on 
surrendering only to officers of 
their own rank, even when their 
situation is hopeless and the only 
alternative is annihilation. 

Three such episodes occurred 
during the battle of Brest: 

A German colonel commanding 
troops in an important sector 
wanted to surrender only to the 
American commander in the Brest 
area, who was a major general. 
When Maj. William F. Kernan of 
Washington, D. C., appeared, the 
German asked if he were a reg- 
imental commander or a colonel. 

“No,” said Kernan, “but I com- 
mand all American troops within 
the walls of the city.” 

The German shrugged his shoul- 
ders, but finally agreed to sur- 
render to Kernan. He compli- 
mented the American’s skill in 
penetrating his defenses and re- 
quested acknowledgment that his 
own troops had fought honorably. 

Then Lt. Arthur V. Stout, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., encountered a German 
Captain who would not surrende: 
to anyone of lesser rank, Stout 
reported to his company com- 
mander, Capt. Jack A. Garvey, 
Chicago. Garvey, busy handling 
the surrender of a couple of Ger- 
man companies, had no time to 
pother with the whims of a single 
captain. He took off his Captain's 
dars and pinned them on Stout’s 
shoulders. Stout, thus promoted, 
brought back the German Captain, 
and returned the bars to Garvey. 

An American Brigadier General 
‘was even more direct when he 
made the prize catch, Lt. Gen. | 
Hermann Ramcke, commander of 
all German troops at Brest. 
Ramcke asked for a represent- 
ative of the American high com- 
mani. When the Brigadier Gen- 
era] turned up, Ramcke asked for 
his credentials. 

“Those are my credentials,” said 
the American bluntly, pointing to 
the Garand rifles held by his 
infantrymen. 

FRamcke, deciding the creden- 
tials were quite good enough, quit

With a view 
to encouraging private trade with- 
out interfering with the success- 
ful prosecution of the war against 
Japan, the FEA should relax 
controls over exports to the full- 
est extent compatible with our 
continuing war objectives, partic- 
ularly that of defeating Japan as 
quickly and effectively as possible. 

“International trade on as full 
and free g basis as possible is nec- 
essary not only as a sound eco- 
momic foundation for the future 
peace, but it is also necessary in 
order that we may have fuller 
production -and employment at 
home. Private industry and pri- 
wate trade, can, I am sure, pro-

England’s prestige on the other hand, 
is artificial, as she has neither the man 
power to put a formidable army in the 
field, nor the economic wherewithal to 
back one up if she could put it in the 
field. She needs help! She needed it in 
War One, she will need it in War Three! 
Bhe needs help, she needs alliances! 

Article X of the League Covenant 
guaranteed her integrity, it would per- 
petuate her artificial prestige in world 
affairs, and it was this that inspired 
the late James A. Reed, Henry Watter- 
gon, the Saturday Evening Post and the 
“willful” Senators to scuttle the entire 
setup.

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Cradle to the Grave 


There’s something about the way the British 
do things that we can’t help but like, as in the 
instance of the bill the Churchill Government 
has just laid before the House of Commons, to 
provide social insurance for every British sub- 
ject, prince or pauper, from the cradle to the 
grave. 

Technically, this igs the Cabinet’s substitute 
for the Beveridge plan, and many pointed ques- 
tions will be asked of the Gentlemen on the Front 
Bench. But actually it represents basic agree- 
ment between the Government and the Loyal 
Opposition on a new imperative for democratic 
society. 

The new measure, do not forget, has been 
brought forward by a Government which, while 
it calls itself National and includes such Labor, 
Liberal and Socialist figures as Eden, Lyttleton 
and Bevin, none-the-less is Conservative to the 
core. 

Were the counterpart occurring in the United 
States, we would be registering amazement at 
the spectacle of Representatives Taber, Brooks, 
Cox and Dies and Senators Taft and George 
joining in a bill to guarantee jobs for all. But 
the British take as a matter of course a Tory 
Government refusing to waste its energies on 
fighting windmills but getting on with its job. 

Lord Woolton, the Minister of Reconstruction, 
who outlined the proposal to the correspondents, 
is the owner of a great Liverpool department 
store, and the British replica of our hard-bitten 
business man. 

The plan proposes to eliminate extreme poverty 
throughout the United Kingdom, and to make 
sure that no foreseeable individual calamity 
would create such a condition, by instituting 
compulsory national insurance against want. It 
does scale down somewhat the benefits Sir 
William Beveridge proposed in his 1943 report, 
but individual contributions too are lessened, 
and the Government is undertaking to appro- 
priate about 2.6 billion dollars a year to make 
the scheme actuarially sound, a figure within 
178 million dollars of Sir William’s. 

Here are some of the things the Tory Dill 
would provide for all the people, according to 
the digest of the Associated Press: 

Motherhood grants of £4 (about $16) plus 
benefits up to 36 shillings ($7.27) weekly. 

Unemployment and sickness pay of 40 
shillings (about $8) weekly for a married 
couple; of 24 shillings ($4.80) for a single 
man or woman; for boys and girls of 16 and 
17 years of age, 15 shillings ($3). 

Family allowances of five shillings ($1) 
and “things in kind,” such as school meals 
and milK weekly for each child after the first. 

Widow’s pensions reaching 36 shillings 
($7.27) for the first 13 weeks. : 

Orphan’s allowances of 12 shillings ($2.40) 


weekly. 
Health services for all and special provi- 


sion for the blind. 
Subsistence money for persong taking “ap- 


proved training.” 

Sickness benefits would continue for three 
years and then be replaced by invalidity 
benefit of 35 shillings ($7) for a married 
couple and 20 shillings ($4) for a single 


person. 
Unemployment benefits would be paid for 


a limit of 30 weeks continuously, plus addi; 
tional days with a good record of previous 


employment. 

These go to prove that the plan is not mere 
thunder in the index, but as comprehensive and 
substantial a proposal as has ever been made 
in a capitalistic democracy. The very fact that 
the Churchill Government has gone forward 
with it in time of war sustains the statement 
in Lord Woolton’s White Paper: “In the war, 
we joined in a national scheme to defeat an 
external enemy. In peace, we all join in a cam- 
paign to defeat the misfortunes ill fate can im- 
pose on individuals. We can win a greater war 
and become a greater nation.” Surely a consum- 
mation devoutly to be wished. 
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The more points there are to buying butter, 
the more point there is to buying margarine in- 
stead. 
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Malice Seeks a Shining Mark 


The Dies committee is at it again, this time 
seeking to smirch Helen Gahagan Douglas for a 
telegram she had sent about a Nevada senatorial 
primary campaign.

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ICC Evades a Duty 


The chairman of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, W. J. Patterson, makes a feeble and 
unconvincing response to the charge by Senator 
Wheeler, chairman of the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, that the commission is falling 
short of its obligation to protect the safety of 
passengers on the railroads. Mr. Patterson says 
ICC is “alert to its responsibilities” and he 
blames everything on the war, which has, he 
says, prevented new installations of safety de- 
vices. 

The chairman of the ICC is, it would seem 
obvious, not in a position to pass impartial judg- 
ment on whether or not the organization he 
heads is alert to its responsibilities. The public 
will expect to make that judgment itself. Mr. 


Patterson and his fellow-members of the com- 


mission should realize that their adequacy is 
being tried at the bar of public opinion. 

Confronted by an appalling series of railroad 
wrecks in which, time after time, the lives of 
passengers have depended upon safety devices 
that weren’t there, the ICC has characteristically 
procrastinated and taken timid piecemeal meas- 
ures. Meanwhile, the appalling wrecks go on, 
Senator Wheeler’s charge of negligence followed 
a wreck on the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Rail- 
road at Terre Haute Sept. 14 in which more than 
20 were killed, most of them servicemen, Last 
night, only two weeks later, at least nine were 
killed in a wreck on the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern near Missouri Valley, Ia. 

The ICC, in its role as protector of public 
safety, is being tried and found wanting. It can 
either resort to self-praise and alibis, as its 
chairman has just done, or it can face the un- 
pleasant reality and do its duty courageously. 
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Representation to Britajn 

Tt is no accident that Argentina’s new assur- 
ance that Axis leaders will not be given refuge 
in that country comes not to us, or to the United 
Nations jointly, but to Britain individually, As 
has often been pointed out, the continued eco- 
nomic well-being of Argentina rests on strongly 
established trade with England, even to the point 
where United States trade with the South Ameri- 
can country is greatly hampered.

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Perspective by Churchill 

Prime Minister Churchill's report to Parliament 
yesterday was a. work of perspective. It set sor- 
row and glory, hope and caution in their historic 
places. 

Lyricism was the tone of the Prime Minister's 
comment on the seven weeks that have, in his 
words, “changed the face of the war in Europe.” 
In scope and speed and accomplishment, the lib- 
eration of a continent has been carried forward, 
he said, with a success exceeding all expectations, 

Over-high hopes were put in their place by Mr, 
Churchill’s deprecation: no one can guarantee, 
he said, that several months of 1945 may not be 
required to end the war in Europe. But the Prime 
Minister’s deprecation also has its perspective. 
By comparison with his utterances of the dark 
days, when he would promise nothing but blood, 
sweat, toil and tears, what he now says is as 
bright as optimum optimism. 

For despite setbacks, the war is going well. The 
day of the victory is not known, but the fact of 
it is established, and the time can no longer be 
far distant. 

The praise which Mr. Churchill bestows upon 
the United States is warm and generous, It has 
been not only England’s “finest hour”; it is for 
our own nation, he says, “‘the highest pinnacle of 
power and fame.” 

The Prime Minister’s pride in the American 
achievement will be properly responded to by 
equally sincere and abiding pride on the part of 
our people in the finest hour of England.

The Accused Engineer Is Dead 


of 
Public Opinion 


His failure to see the red danger signal in the fog caused the wreck 
of the Dixie Flyer and the deaths of 26, railroad officials say; but, 
writer asks, what about responsibility of executives, still living, who 
didn’t install the device that would have averted a tragic crash?

“Railroad officials said the wreck oc- 
curred when the engineer of the Dixie 
Flyer apparently failed to see block signals 
in a heavy fog.” 

This sounds familiar, and ordinarily we 
wouldn't raise any questions. As usually 
happens in such cases, the engineer is dead 
and can’t speak for himself. But this acci- 
dent was too grimly ironical. 

Twenty-six Army airmen were killed 
when the Flyer crashed headlon? into a 
stationary mail train north of Terre Haute, 
Ind. They were en route home on furlough 
for rest and reassignment. 

Many of them had completed 40 missions 
in fighter-bombers over Europe. The 
ground . beside their splintered tourist 
sleeper was littered with service bars, 
Purple Hearts and Oak Leaf Clusters. 

And all because an engineer failed to see 
block signals in a heavy fog. Does that 
satisfy you? 


What About Signals? 


How long do you suppose our flyers 
would last in combat if our Government 
were as backward in providing modern 
safety equipment as our railroad com- 
panies? 

Automatic block signals were developed 
back in 1870. Yet only about one-third of 
our 167,000 miles of passenger road has 
this elemental protection. 

The lack of such protection was involved 
in two serious wrecks last year on a single 
stretch of Santa Fe track between Albu- 


querque and Gallup, injuring more than 
250 people. After the second wreck, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission finally 
ordered the company to equip this section. 

But what if the engineer fails to.see the 
block signal? This is what caused the 
accident at Terre Haute. 

Back in 1890, inventors were working on 
automatic devices to stop trains from run- 
ning through block signals. Congress ap- 
propriated public funds in 1907 to further 
such tests, but the railroads were not suffi- 


ciently interested, 


Whom Not to Blame 


Between 1911 and 1921, 80 collisions re- 
sulted from failure of enginemen to stop 
trains at block signals, killing 416 persons 
and injuring 1837. 

“The conclusion is inevitable,” said the 
ICC, “that disastrous collisions will con- 
tinue to occur unless and until automatic 
train-control devices are installed to protect 
against human failure.” 

In 1928, Commissioner Eastman stated 
that the development and use of such de- 
vices “have not been the product of initia- 
tive upon the part of the carriers but have 
chiefly resulted from governmental inter- 
ference with their affairs.” 

Yet, even today, less than 5 per cent of 
our passenger track is equipped with auto- 
matic train-stop devices. Apparently we 
need more governmental interference. 

The next time you read of a railroad 
collision don’t blame the dead engineer. 


For Unity in Missouri Valley Development 


From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 


A Missouri Valley Authority, patterned 
after that of the Tennessee River Valley, 
but dwarfing its area, would be created by 
a bill introduced by Senator Murray of 
Montanae 

The pattern of TVA, of course, will have 
to be adapted to the variety of conditions 
along the 2500 miles of the Missouri's 
course, but the people of those huge states, 
embraced in the 530,000 square miles 
drained by the river, have about given up 
hope of any other way to bring diverse and 
conflicting interests together. 

Millions of fertile acres await irrigation 
to make them productive, while other mil- 
lions of fertile areas are being ruined by 
perennial floods, and both navigation and 
power development linger in the realm of 
possibility. 

The trouble up the Missouri is that these 
various objects are principally : sectional. 
Those exclusively interested in each want 
to use the water for their own purpose, re- 
gardless of the others, and state authorities 
have been unable to agree on any plan 
which would serve them all, though such a 
Plan has been offered by engineers. 

The futility of interstate negotiations 
was exPlained to the Senate by Senator 


Murray, along with the immense addition 
to national wealth that would be made by 
irrigation, soil conservation, reforestation, 
cheap transportation and light and power 
for homes, farms and industry. 


The bill may have a difficult passage, but 
its start is auspicious, sponsored by the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, at the mouth of 
the river, and introduced by a Senator 
from its.source. The very impediments 
to the valley’s development which prompted 
the proposal of the measure, if they con- 
tinue, may eventually unite all interests.

There is encouraging evidence of intel- 
lectual ferment in this stout volume, the 
record of a three-day writers’ conference 
held in Hollywood last October for the 
purpose of discussing the writer's relation 
to the war.

For the rest of us, the record of what 
was said is presented here. Not all the 
essays are of great merit. They range in 
excellence from Darryl Zanuck’s very 
slightly enlightened commercialism’ to 
Carey McWilliams’ fine essay on the race 
problem. 

Because of the bulk of the volume, the 
reader should content himself with brows- 
ing; but he will not wish to overlook such 
essays as Lt. Col. Evang Carlson's brief 
statement of his “Gung Ho” principle of 
democratic military action; the talks on 
radio by Norman Corwin and Arch Oboler; 
Lion Feuchtwanger’s and Thomas Mann's 
presentations of the problems of the exiled 
writer: William Grant Still’s talk on Negro 
music in the films; and Phyllis Bentley’s 
article, “Cultural Changes in England.” 
These are only a few, and others should 
be mentioned, The point is that wherever 
you open the book there is an interesting 
line of thought.

It should be objected that too little atten- 
tion is given to the legitimate theater and 
to poetry, two branches of writing which 
have made daily contributions to the war. 
On the cther hand, it is good to see radio 
and screen, so important as sources of 
information, given plenty of attention; to 
see the importance of music recognized in 
the discussion of ideas, and to see such 
vital matters as Latin American relations, 
our own race problem and the problem of 
propaganda in wartime given serious con- 
sideration by thoughtful men. 

Even more impressive ig the evidence 
of belief which the book presents. To 
judge from this volume, the chances of 
our intellectuals becoming defeatists after 
this war, as they did in the 1920s, are 
slight indeed.

BUT LET’S GET BACK for a moment to the 
three ideas which the law incorporates. First 
of all, if you had to pick one day out of all the 
year to be thankful you're a Missourian, you 
couldn't choose a better one than the first Mon- 
day in October.

South of the river, 
where the wide territory of the Ozarks begins, 
the corn shocks stand in rows in small hill fields 
and along the creek bottoms. Oak and hickory 
yield their harvest of acorns and nuts to fatten 
the Ozark farmers’ hogs and all the hardwood 
forests take on autumn dress.

The New Films 


Musical, With 'A Cherry Blonde’ 


“GREENWICH VILLAGE,” now at the FOX with a cast 
including Don Ameche, William Bendix and Carmen Miranda, 
belongs to that category of “historical” pictures that uses its 

given subject only as a peg on which to hang 
a studio story or a new personality. 

In the case of “Greenwich Village,” the new 
personality hung up for your edification is that 
of Vivian Blaine, whom the studio calls “The 
Cherry Blonde.” 

If, by the end of the film, you have (one) 
not only not been given the authentic look-see 
promised at “the legend, color, unfettered spirit 
and weird agglomeration of characters” that 

went to make up the Village at one time, but (two) are still in 
doubt as to just what color is it constitutes a “cherry” blonde, 
remain of good cheer. “Greenwich Village,” in Technicolor, will 
still seem a pretty fair musical.

A Man-and-Wife Story With Plot 

The plot of “THE IMPATIENT YEARS,” the main picture 
at the AMBASSADOR, is unusual enough to warrant attention 
for its own sake. The picture opens in a divorce court with an 

| Army sergeant, Lee Bowman, and his wife, Jean 
Arthur, mutually anxious to have their marrige 
put to an end. The judge, Edgar Buchanan, is 
about to grant the divorce when Jean’s father, 
Charles Coburn, speaks up to say that he doesn’t 
think the divorce should be granted. 

“You see,” he says, “in spite of the fact that 
these two have a youngster almosta year old, they 
actually knew each other only four days before 
he was sent overseas a year and a half ago.” 

Coburn proceeds to tell what happened just prior to the re- 
quest for divorce when the soldier returned home to take up life 
with the wife he hardly knew and the child he’d never seen. 
The camera flashes back to scenes at the station as he speaks, 
and shows the meeting of people who discover themselves to be 
strangers—the boy with lines of maturity born of battle experi- 
ence and the girl with a housekeeping routine in her eyes in- 
stead of stars. The camera follows them from one disappoint- 
ment to another to the moment when they decide they’ve both 
been “fooled” and it would be better to call things quits. 

On the suggestion of Coburn, the judge then decides that 
the husband and wife must go back to San Francisco, where 
their courtship and marriage had taken place, and step by step 
go through all that had happened a year and a half before. 
“Maybe you'll find where you two went wrong. If you don’t, 
come back, and I'll grant the divorce.” 

Reduced so to its outlines, the plot seems sobby. But it is 
handled as a comedy and is successful as such. Nor is the 
genuine loneliness of people, plus their bullheaded insistences 
that other people be made in their images, forgotten. 

The Sailor Wins $64 Plus 

“TAKE IT OR LEAVE IT,” at the MISSOURI, is not that 
theater’s main picture. The main picture is the very excellent 
“The Adventures of Mark Twain,” starring Fredric March, 

Alexis Smith, Alan Hale, Donald Crisp, John Car- 
radine, and others. But “Mark Twain,” which 
showed at a first-run St. Louis house earlier in 
the year, has already been reviewed in these 
columns.

LANNING a meal so that the 
cooked foods can be baked in 
the oven at the same _ time 
uses a system that saves time, 
energy and nerves. Such foods 
can be prepared ahead of time and 
can be cooked in the dishes in 
which they are served. They re- 
quire little watching and do not 
emand last-minute attention. 
Macaroni dishes that are com- 
bined, with meat or cheese or buth 
contribute much of the protein 
and carbohydrates as well as pre- 
cious minerals and vitamins. With 
a fresh green vegetable salad and 
fruity dessert and milk, beverage, a 
very satisfying and nutritious meal 
is provided. Remember that the 
foods selected to cook in the oven 
must cook best at the same tem- 
perature. For instance, if the 
macaroni dish is baked at 325 de- 
grees, then that shculd be the -est 
baking temperature for any other 
food in the oven, or the other 
foods suffer. 


Macaroni and Bacon Casserole. 


Seven to eight ounces macaruwuni, 
three quarts boiling water, three 
teaspoons salt, cone tablespoon 
margarine, one-ha!f pound Cana- 
dian bacon, one cgz, one cup milk, 
one teaspoon salt. 

Break sticks of macaroni into 
two-inch lengths ard cook in boil- 
ing salted water until tender, 20 
minutes. Drain in colander or 
sieve. Run hot water through 
macaroni to rinse if desired. If 
not rinsed, macaroni will form a 
thicker sauce. While macaroni is 
cooking, heat margarine in skillet 
and brown bacon slices. In a but- 
tered casserole, mix egg, milk and 
Salt. Add any drippings from ba- 
con. Add drained cooked maca- 
roni. Arrange bacon slices around 
top. Set in pan containing water 
and bake at 325 degrees until set, 
about one hour. Serves four.

ANGY relishes are the tastiest 

Way to preserve the tag-end 

garden harvest. Seasonings 
and spices will work flavoring 
magic with a head of cabbage, a 
few red or green peppers, onions, 
carrots, string beans and toma- 
toes, red or green. The combina- 
tions are chosen to balance flavor 
and texture though old hands at 
relish making may vary them or 
the spices somewhat to please 
family preferences. Check your 
garden rows against the recipes. 
Probably there's little you’ will 
need to buy to fill a shelf or two 
with jars of relish specialties. 

Rookies at this sort of preserv- 
ing should know these simple tac- 
tics for filling and sealing relish 
jars so they can be sure of safe 
preservation, First of all, have 
your jars thoroughly clean. Boil 
or steam them for sterilization. 
Have the relish mixtures boiling 
hot when you fill the jars, and fill 
to overflowing. Then use a clean 
dampened cloth to wipe off the 
top and seal immediately with 
sterilized lids. 

Paraffin is not as sure a seal 
as the air-tight metal or glass and 
metal lids but it works if you fol- 
low these tips carefully. Sterilize 
the jars, have the mixtures boiling 
hot and leave a scant half inch for 
paraffining. Pour on a very thin 
first layer of the paraffin while 
the jar contents are hot, and a 
second, heavier layer after the jar 


has cooled. For cleanliness and 
protection against mouse sabotage, 
a metal top finally, is essential, 
though some of the new fabric 
and paper coverings are used, 
Maybe I should feel good about it; 
the mice certainly find their way 
into our basement food closet 
each autumn.

HE first of the Garden Relish 
T recipes is a sort of lively vege- 

table potpourri. It calls for two 
cups finely cut string beans, one cup 
diced carrots, one cup fresh limas, 
one cup red beans, one cup 
chopped celery, one cup chopped 
green tomatoes, one cup chopped 
onions and one cup chopped red 
and green peppers, seeded. Cook 
the first four items separately un- 
til just tender and then drain well, 
By the way, save that liquor for a 
good soup or gravy base. Mix the 
next four items with the cooked 
vegetables in a large saucepan or 
enameled kettle. Now add two 
cups of vinegar, two cups of sugar, 
two tablespoons mustard seed and 


one tablespoon of celery seed. Stir 


for a good mix and boil gently for 
exactly 10 minutes. Have four 
pint jars sterilized and hot and 
fill the jars immediately with the 
hot relish and seal. 

A more simple combination that 
offers plenty of colorful tastiness 
in a Garden Relish calls for two 
large carrots, four white onions, 
four red peppers, four green pep- 
pers (seeded) and one medium size 
head of cabbage. Chop all the 
vegetables and put them into a 
crock with one-fourth cup of salt, 
to stand for three hours. The 
pickling liquid takes three cups 
of vinegar, two cups sugar, one 
tablespoon celery seed, one table- 
spoon mustard seed and one-eighth 
teaspoon red pepper. Bring the 
liquid mixture to a boil, preferably 
in an erameled kettle, and then 
add the well-drained vegetables 
and bring to a boil again. Fill 
and immediately seal; this, also, 
is approximately a_ three-pint 


recipe.

ARROTS have an appetizing 
C color and a rather bland flavor 

that is a challenge to our cook- 
ing abilities. Have you thought of 
pickling them? Pickled carrot sticks 
or balls taste as good as they look 
as a garnish to cold meat platters 
or important roasts. They’re my 
family’s idea of the very best way 
to preserve the carrot harvesf that 
doesn’t come “fresh” to the table. 
Here’s how: Into your saucepan 
put one quart vinegar, three cups 
sugar, and a spice bag with one 
tablespoon whole cloves, two or 
three pieces of stick cinnamon and 
one-half teaspoon mace. When the 
Vquor mix is boiling add the earrot 
sticks or balls and boil for three 
minutes. Fill immediately into the 
hot sterilized jars and seal. 

Red tomato and celery relish is 
another of those recipes that 
tastes like a chef's secret and is 
really quite simple. Chop fine one 
white onion, one seeded green pep- 
per, one large bunch of celery and 
two and one-half cups of red 
tomatoes (peeled). To the chopped 
yegetables add two-thirds cup 
Vinegar, one tablespoon salt, two 
tablespoons sugar, one teaspoon 
celery seed, two allspice berries 
and just a pinch of red pepper. 
Gradual heating and slow cooking 
is the trick that assures a good 
texture to this relish. It should 
simmer with occasional stirring 
for one and one-half hours. Then 
fill the hot sterilized jars and seal 
at once,

New Drugs 
Well Tested

HEN the doctor gives you 
W some medicine he rather ex- 
pects to have you ask him 
some questions. He expects it be- 
cause it is perfectly natural and 
he has been up against it before. 
Not only are the questions per- 
fectly natural, but you entirely de- 
serve an answer to them. You 
want to know what this medicine 
is supposed to do” How soon it 
begins to act’ How long will the 
effect last? When should another 
dose be given? Will it produce 

any queer effects? 

These questions ca: be an- 
swered for any drug used by the 
medical profession, but what I 
want my readers to stop and think 
about a minute is how were they 
answered? 

The answer shows what prog- 
ress medical science has made in 
this particular field. We have just 
had a valuable new drug intro- 
duced into practice — demerol — 
and reviewing the preparations 
and precautions that were ob- 
served in making it available 
point up the enormous advance 
that has been made in this field 
of the study of drugs over the 
way drugs used to be used.

IN OLD DAYS the substances 
that were used for medical pur- 
poses were mostly plants, min- 
erals, rocks and parts of animals 
(powdered newt eyes, etc.). Their 
employment was based on a kind 
of vague reputation. Uncle Henry 
has the colic and if we could only 
get him-—Some black sassafras 
leaves he would recover, because 
that is what cured old Lady Gub- 
benfelder two years ago. 

When th: leaves of foxglove 
(digitalis) wee introduced into 
medicine for the cure of dropsy 
they were found in the prescrip- 
tions of an old herb woman who 
had 20 other kinds of roots and 
leaves in her concoction. Dr. Wil- 
liam Withering, of Birmingham, 
initiated scientific pharmacology 
by his study of whether the leaves, 
the flowers or the root of foxglove 
was most active. He decided on 
the leaves. Then, trying it out on 
patients, he showed how much by 
weight of the leaves were neces- 
sary to obtain his affects. And by 
what changes in the pulse, etc., 
the patients were relieved.

SUCH EXPERIMENTAL meth- 
ods are always used in our day 
before giving new drugs to the 
public, Take the new drug, de- 
merol, It is used for pain. We 
never have enough good drugs to 
counteract pain. It has been 
known for a long time that in 
some kinds of pain a combination 
of atropine and morphine works 
better than morphine alone. Atro- 
pine quiets the contraction of the 
smooth muscles of the intestines 
and the bronchi, and the kidney 
pelvis, so it can be seen that 
when pain is due to colic of these 
muscles atropine would reinforce 
morphine which quiets pain by 
deadening the receiving centers in 
the brain and central nervous sys- 
tem. 

So instead of going out in the 
fields and endlessly trying to find 
some plant which would combine 
these virtues, some organic chem- 
ists just juggled atoms around un- 
til they had synthesized a sub- 
stance which resembled the gtruc- 
ture of both atropine and mor- 
phine. The chemists determined 
also its solubility in water and in 
human saliva and stomach juices. 
They found it can be given either 
by mouth or by hypodermic. 

Then the pharmacelogists de- 
termined its poisonous dosage, 
and proper dosage by experiments 
on animals. They found it begins 
to act in about twenty minutes. 

Then the physicians tried it out. 
I have a report showing how it 
affected 123 patients suffering 
from arthritis, gallstones, kidney 
stones, headache, angina and other 
kinds of pain. 

We conclude it is a very valu- 
able drug.

N a way of speaking, May Doms 
| has been half helpless for more 

than six months, with her right 
side paralyzed, but she is twice 
as self sufficient as she was be- 
fore. Her right hand, with which 
she wrote “Hills o’ Shannon,” is 
useless, but she is training her 
left hand to write the poems that 
have not been silenced by her af- 
fliction. She is a prisoner in her 
cottage at the dead-end of Wash- 
ington street, shaded by a huge 
chinquapin tree, but across the 
fence is the meadow where jerseys 
browse and beyond are the woods 
and fields and brooks that delight 
her most, so there’s no lack of 
things for her left hand to write 
about, 

May Doms might be rolling 
around town in a wheel chair, but 
she will not have anything to do 
with a thing like that. Maybe, if 
she could get around in a wheel 
chair, she wouldn’t try to walk. 
That would be giving up and she 
has no intention of giving up. So 
she hobbles around the house with 
the help of a crutch, content to 
watch the green world that lies 
beyond her window. She wants 
everybody to know that she isn’t 
licked, It takes more than a stroke 
of paralysis to lick May Doms. 

There’s even fun, says May 
Doms, in being half crippled. She 
has more time for thinking and 
can find more things to laugh 
about than she could before. She 
has never got to where she can’t 
see the funny side. She has done 
more laughing in the past six 
months than in years before. 
Mostly it is about trivial things. 
When she gets started it is hard 
to stop. After every good laugh 
she feels better and more confi- 
dent that in the good by-and-by 
she will walk without her crutch 
and write again with the right 
hand that now is inert,

AY DOMS had a good right to 

write “Hills o’ Shannon” be- 

cause she was born and 
raised in that adjoining county. 
She taught school in Crawford 
County, but has lived here 21 yeurs.

The kidnaping of the 
Lindbergh baby was what got her 
started. She felt so deeply about 
it that she wrote a poem about 
it and it was published in the 
county seat papers.

WAS reading a letter the other 

day from an Army boy in Eng- 

land. He had been there only 
a short time, and he was noticing 
the shortages in food and the fact 
that women on the streets were 
poorly dressed. He was a little 
critical at first, until someone re- 
minded him that England has 
been at war for quite a number of 
years, and that he would find even 
worse conditions in some of the 
other countries of Europe and 
Asia. 

To be sure, some people always 
seem to come through any situa- 
tion comparatively comfortably. 
They are usually the exceptions— 
like the lady who told me she im- 
pressed the sentry on the border 
between France and Spain so ef- 
fectively that, even after the oc- 
cupation, she was able to leave 
with 36 trunks! That certainly 
must have been an impressive eye 
she cast on the sentry. 

For the most part, however, the 
people who have been through 
several years of this war are going 
to show signs of wear and tear. 
Complaints about civilian hard- 
ships in the United States must 
sound like luxury to the people 
who have been closer to the war 
than we. 

Even though we read In the pa- 
pers of the great military suc- 
cesses we achieve, we must not 
forget that they are achieved at a 
heavy cost. The men who are ac- 
tually doing the fighting must 
sometimes wonder why we talk 
about looking for peacetime jobs, 
when there are still people needed 
in wartime occupations. 


A letter came to me the other 
day explaining that a recent an- 
nouncement stated that it would 
shortly be possible to release two 
to four million people for civilian 
production. When this time comes, 
we hope that the materials need- 
ed will be available, and that jobs 
in civilian production will be 
found by them through the United 
States employment offices. In the 


meantime, in this same communi- 
cation, I read that 200,000 people 
are needed immediately for spe- 
cific and urgent war jobs, requir- 
ing special qualifications. The ar- 
ticles to be made are needed by 
the armed forces, and at -once, 
The United States employment of- 
fices will know what the require- 
ments are, and before anyone 
looks for a job in civilian industry, 
he should be sure to find out if he 
can fill any of these requirements. 


Directives have been issued by 
James F. Byrnes, Director of War 
Mobilization, and I am sure ev- 
eryone will willingly co-operate. 
We know that men’s lives are 
saved today by having an abun- 
dance of superior war weapons, 
and we in this country care great- 
ly that as many lives as can be 
saved shall be saved. Every work- 
er at his wartime job knows that 
he is contributing to the safety of 
some soldier when he expedites 
the making of better war material.

We had a knock 
down argument on that point in 
connection with this deal: 
“North, dealer.

“IT was North, and opened with 
one heart. The opponents never 
bid. South responded with one 
spade, and I jumped to four 
spades. We were not using any 
four no trump convention, but 
partner, after he promptly passed 
and made two extra tricks in the 
play, insisted that I should have 
bid only three spades, and that 
then he would have shown his dia- 
monds as a slam try. I was equal- 
ly positive that my actual raise to 
four was stronger than the bid he 
wanted me to make. Who's 
right?” 

North was absolutely right. A 
raise to three spades, after the 
raiser had opened the bidding, 
would have urged, but not forced, 
South to go to game; a raise to 
four spades, which put South in 
game, had to be stronger by every 
measure of plain logic. Thus, if 
South would have shown his dia- 
monds as a siam try over three 
spades, he certainly should have 
shown them over Norths strong- 
er selection of four spades! 

This situation often is confused 
with another that is superficially 
similar. I refer to the cases in 
which South, let us say, opens the 
bidding with one spade. Now a 
raise to four spades by North is 
not as strong as a raise to three 
spades (a force, incidentally). 
There are, however, excellent rea- 
sons for the difference in treat- 
ment of these two bidding situa- 
tions.
